Problem of Protecting English From 
Native Thugs Is a Serious One. 


The many instances of assaults and 
robberies to which passengers on In- 
dian railways have been subjected, 
culminating in the murder of a lady 
in a. first-class’ carriage some weeks 
since, are engaging the attention of a 
special conference of railway authori- 
ties sitting in Simla. They hope to 
devisé methods for the ‘better protec- 
tion of life and property. The diffi- 
culties in the way of any practical 
action are considerable. The condi- 
tions of travel in India are such that 
passengers demard and receive great- 
« privileges. in the apportionment of 

ace and the supply: of. coriveniences 
than can be afforded in western coun- 
tries.. Such luxuries, however condu- 
ceive to comfort, indubitably give op- 
portunity to robbers. Where they can 
be sure of of finding compartments occu- 
pied only by single travelers-their ne- 
farious plans as much assisted. When, 
as frequently occurs on a long jour- 
ney, @ portion of the route lies in 
the territorfes of independent native 
states, the escape of criminals with 
their plunder is also facilitated. It is 
possible that some sacrifices will have 
to be made by travelers in the inter- 
ests of the public safety.

But he 
was also noted for his temper, which 
was very short and equally hot, 60 
much so that welliptasohed lawyers 
were afraid of him. And to young 
lawyers he was simply a terror, In 
fact, he was something of a juridical 
martinet. 

One day many yeats ago an appeal 
ftom the district of Arthabasca came 
up for hearing before the full Bench 
of which Judge Ramsay was a mem: 
ber. The advocate for the appellant 
was yorng and striking in appear 
ance. His bushy hair almost reach. 
ed his collar, and his gestures were 
the very expressions of grace. But 
still more remarkable was his fluency, 
and at times his bursts of polished 
elequence. 

The court listened with close at- 
tention, but finally Judge Ramsay’s 
natience gave way. That was not 
the stvle of speaking he cared for, 
especially in a court of appeal. More 
law, with less eloquence, was to his 
taste. He stopped the young pleader 
and warned him to be more brief 
and, in fact, he interrupted so fre- 
evently and with such heat that the 
'awyer brought his address Hurriedly 
to a close and sat down. 

Tt is related that a fellow judge, 
Mr. Justice Monk, father of the pres- 
ent member of the House of Com- 
mons for Jacques Cartier, and fs 
kind-hearted and genial a man as 
ever sat upon the Bench, leaned over 
and whispered to Judge Ramsay:

Few Big Ranches Left. 


There are/ probably not more thar 
30 big ‘“‘cow outfits” left in the Cana- 
dian west, exclusive of British Colum- 
bia, where several more exist. By 
big is here meant ranches stocked 
with from 6.000 head up. The largest 
have perhaps 80,000 head of cattle. 
All were considerably larger before 
the bad winter of 1906. In addition 
to the cattle ranches there are several 
big horse outfits, some of these hay- 
ing as many as 3,000 or 4,000 head of 
horses.

Fishermen say that starfishes are 
gregarious; that you might find on the 
bottom an acre covered so thick with 
them that you couldn't walk witbout 


starfish for bundreds of acres around 
This characteristic gregariousness the 
starfishes in captivity at the aquarium 
sometimes show, as when they assem- 
ble, as they may. all in one corner of 
the tank in the angle, tightly holding 
on there, one above another irregular.

Aod when they have assembled thus 
you may see another curious thinz 
there—namely, green crabs climbing 
from the bottom to the top of the 
tank up this starfish ladder.

When it goes anywhere 
it bas to walk or climb, and so on the 
bottom it walks along, to climb whea 
it comes to rocks or other obstructions 
It cannot, however, climb up a vert! 
eal wall like that of a tank. But here 
the starfishes, one above another ir 
the corner, make witb their bodies 
and projecting arms convenient ridges 
that the green crabs can hold on by, 
and so they climb there up this star- 
fish ladder, finding in this, it may be, 
some diversion, while as for the star- 
fishes, they don’t seem to mind it.—

He 
was comparing the old time table with 
a modern railway time table, which 
told of the luxuries one could havé by 
traveling on that road, no dust, no jar 
ring and all other disagreeable fea- 
tures eliminated, 

The old time table was a double 
Sheet of paper, torn and yellow with 
age, Jt was issued: by the Atchison 
and California stagecoach line in 1857. 
The inducements it held forth were in 
strange contrast with those of the 
tmorlern railroad advertisement. -The 
stagecoach line advertised that it had 
recently refurnished the entire “road” 
with absolutely vew wagonettes, and 
it told what kind of coaches they were, 
how the springs were made and of 
what strength they were. Tt even said 
that the coaches were painted fn the 
“best manner possible.” The horses 
that drew the coaches were described, 
too, as the best. 

An inducement that was held out on 
the time table to prospective passen- 
gers was a stop over privilege. 

“Passengers who had paid their en- 
tire fare from Atchison or other points 
to their destination,” the paper said, 
“may register with our agents. A stop 
over privilege is then given for any 
place on the road.” - 

The time of the stop over was un- 
limited. The time table provided that 
& passenger might resgme the journey 
whenever there was an empty seat in 
the stagecoach, } 

“We make quicker time to Califor 
aja than any other stagecoach line and 
uta cheaper rate,” the pamphlet stat- 
ed. It weat on to say that for $200 a 
person could ride all the way from 
Atchison, Kan., to the gold flelds of 
California. 

“The distance is 1,913 miles,” was 
stated on the time table, “the longest 
distance ever attempted by a stage 
coach line. Atchison to California in 
thirty-five days.” 

A boast was made that there were 
twelve telegraph stations on the road 
to California and that eating places 
had been established along the road 
where, good meals could be had at the 
nominal price of $3. Every passenger 
was allowed twenty-five pounds of bag- 
g4ge, consisting of weariug apparel 
and other necéssary baggage. AlJl.over 
that amount must be paid for at a rate 
of 00 céhts a pons" "~~ 

Tt ‘was -edvertised that the risk og 
the return trip was very great on ac- 
count of the amount of gold dust and 
nuggets being brought back from Call. 
fornia, The company employed only 
the bravest men, fully armed all the 
time. But it declined to carry gold 
dust unless paid for at the rate of $3 
a pound, The company refused to be 


held responsible for the loss of the] q 


gold dust by robbers, Indians or other 
means. 

The pamphlet also advertised a fast 
freight line between Atchison and Den. 
ver. The round trip was made in the 
short space of twenty days. To ship 
by this method all merchandise had 
to be wrapped in waterproof packages, 
A package weighing ten pounds could 
be sent by that route for $5. All over 
that weight was sent at the reduced 
rate of $2 for sive pounds. 

In its advertisement for passengers 
to California the pamphlet, as stated 
before, allowed every passenger twen- 
ty-five pounds of baggage. However, 
it advised that as many persons wish: 
ed to take more baggage than the 
weight limit it would be safer to send 
it to California by sea. :

First annual meeting of the 
share holders of the O. K. Cream- 
ery, Morningside held in Huston’s 
Hall on Jan. 20. Addresses were 
delivered by Mr. Hunter of Morn- 
ingside, Mr. Hutton of Lacombe, 
and Mr. Torner, manager Ponoka 
Bank of Commerce. 

Mr. Hunter said in part, “I es- 
teem it a pleasure to meet you .all 
here at this first annual meeting of 
the O. K. Creamery. The points

Mr. Hutton, manager of the Ex- 
periniental Farm, Lacombe, next 
addressed the meeting. He com- 
plimented them on their choice of 
a name, the O. K. Creamery. He 
said that the secretary had given 
him some figures on the average 
output per cow for the season. 
The average per month for each 
cow was $4.40. Average price for 
butter was 20 cents per lb., which 
he thought a very fair average. He 
offered some suggestions on the 
improvement of dairy cattle. To 
make dairying a success we must 
have pure blood sires for our stock, 
He suggested that three or four 
farmers join together and purchase 
a pure blood sire, and breed up our 
cows to be better producers of milk 
and cream. He spoke of the value 
of keeping milk records of each 
cow. Until you keep @ record of 
your cows you cannot tell what 
each cow produces. Farmers 
should have @ producing pedigree 
of each individual cow in their 
herd.
